Th©  v let ins  were  lod  thoro  handcuffed  and 
takon  to  yavol  :iq.  They  were  novor  soen  again.  ono  nomine  I  saw  an 
Indian  who  had  beor.  renovod  a  few  days  before  fron  our  canp.  Rio  none 
wus  IVJ3HJL.  Five  arnod  soldiers  including  IIJIT3i.J?U  Yi^SUDA  throw  tho 
victir:  into  the  rivor.  Ris  head  was  badly  cut  fron  a  rock  and  he  was 
unconscious.  Tfcoy  woro  trying  to  rovivo  hin  but  he  never  recovered 
consciousness.  They  told  no  to  give  then  4  Nicobarese  to  carry  hin 
{__  far  as  a  waiting  lorry,  h©  was  ever  soon  again.  ^

■/hen  1  said  ^jever*  ho  would  not  boliovo  no.  ho  then  ordered  no  to  go 
and  live  at  TAU.JJD  I3NSEIHJ.  just  thon  the  nows  reached  thon  that 
peace  had  boon  si^ied •  1  would  have  been  tho  next  victin  had  the  war 

continued.
